In the 
convention it also expressed its inten- 
tion, pending the investigation, to 
support the regular boards of the 
church and not divert funds to other 
channels, as is now being. done. 

Demand of Fundamentalists. 


The chief fundamentalist leaders of 
the convention led in the demand. Two 
motions were introduced, one which 
carried, by Dr. J. C. Massee, of Bos- 
ton, and the other by Dr. John Roach 
Straton of New York City. Dr. W. 
B. Riley of Minneapolis supported the 
investigation. Other leaders who spoke 
were Dr. J. M. Dean, Dr. Frederick 
L. Anderson of the foreign board, and 
Judge F. W. Freeman of Denver, 
Maas. 

Some speakers declared the investiga- 
tion would do no good and that the 
same divided opinions would prevail

OUR NAVAL DEFICIENCY 
REMAINS. | 


The Mouse of representatives has voted $111,000,- 
000 of naval appropriation in a fashion which pre- 
sents @ good many curiosities we do not pretend 
to understand. The purpose seemingly was to put 
America back in the ratio. The house seemed to 
be willing to do 80. The administration seemed 
to ask for it. 41% 

Eight scout cruisers aré provided and they are 
of 10,000 tons, as is allowed under the treaty, and 
not the 8,000 tons formerly That is wise. 
Coal burning battleships ‘are to be converted into 
oil burners and “ blistered for protection against 
submarine and air attack. But the navy depart- 
ment did not ask for airplane carriers and the 
house put a construction on the treaty contrary 
to American interests and would not vote to ele- 
vate the guns of the battleships for longer range. 

Congressman Britten pleaded without effect for 
this elevation. He said that there can be no equal- 
ity between British or Japanese ships of higher 
speed and longer range and American ships which 
ean be outranged and outsailed. The other ship 
keeps out of rung and pounds away. It is disaster 
for the slower ship whose guns fall short and that 
ought to be comprehended by every one.

La Follette in a campaign statement says he is 
against communism. The Reds, he says, have 
attached themselves to the progressives with the 
purpose of dividing and confusing the movement 
and of advancing the revolution against American 
government. He asks his supporters to remain 
away from the St. Paul convention of June 17. 
The Wisconsin radical is executing a retreat. 
He could not endure what he saw in Russia. Brook- 
hart saw the same things but remained indoc- 
trinated. He could misstate conditions when he 
returned home. He had to t he were to retain 
viausibility for his radicalism. 

La Follette saw enough and had enough. Com- 
rade Foster replies to him that he is an enemy 
of the Farmer-Labor movement and is one of 
the hateful reactionaries, but the objective of the 
retreat is not indicated. 

La Follette does not want the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. He does not want the soviet and 
the cheka, the imposition of starvation and the 
rule of the assassin. We can readily believe that. 

He says that he will 
head an independent, progressive Republican ficket 
in November if the old parties do not purge them- 
selves. What is his idea of a purge?

BOOKIES SLOW PAYING 
UP BLAGK GOLD BETS

Less than two-thirds of the $250,000 
won from Chicago bookmakers on win- 
ter book wagers on Black Gold, the 
Kentucky Derby winner, has been paid, 
it was estimated by an extensive Chi- 
cago operator yesterday. 

The three largest winter books in 
Chicago were hit for nearly $200,000 
on the race, according to his figures, 
while smaller books were probably 
rapped for $50,000. 

Two Books Pay Of,’ 

Two of the big books, it is said, have 
paid all tickets, their combined loss 
reaching a total of about $125,000. 
Haskett & Co.'s book in Cicero has paid 
a part of the bets it lost. This book 
is said to have dropped more than 
$75,000, half of which was laid off with 
eastern bookmakers, John Haskett, 
the proprietor, is in the east now try- 


ing to collect the bets he laid off, his 
friends say. 


In other years Haskett’s book has | ran. 
| paid off in full, and Chicagoans close 


to him say that it will clear up all 
accounts this year, but that it prabably 
will take until July 1. One $400 ticket 
and another for $300 were paid by 
Haskett as late as yesterday. 


Little Books Walk Out. 

Less than 10 per cent of the smaller 
books, which stood to lose $50,000 or 
more, have paid off, available figures 
show. They were for the most part 
operated by fly-by-night bookies, few of 
whom had intentions of paying * 
when they took the bets. 

There was less welching in Chicago 
this year than in most other cities.
